Pollution of public waters 
probably worse at this time than 
in many y ears, George N. Mann- 
feld, fisheries and game superin­ 
tendent of the conservation de­ 
partment, said today .

pounds of fish have been killed 
in streams and rivers, he 
de­ 
clared. The conservation 
de­ 
partment is investigating num­ 
erous cases of alleges violations 
and affidavits will soon be filled, 
he added. 
Mannfeld called attention that 
owing to the extreme dry spell 
virtually every watercourse 
in 
the state is very low. When such 
conditions prevail 
the 
refuse 
from canning factories and the 
untreated wasters from cities is 
more deadly . Also at this time of 
the y ear canning factories 
are 
running full time. He cited these 
as the two chief offenders and 
said that worse conditions . are 
found along the Missinewa river 
in Grant, Delaware and Wabash 
counties where city wastes and 
refuse from paper mills are kill­ 
ing the fish, and along the Flat 
Rock river in Shelby and Rush 
county , and on the Muscatatuck 
river in Scott county 
where 
canning fatory wastes are get­ 
ting in deadly work.

THE WOMAN VOTE 
This is going to b e a woman's year in the 
national election unless all signs fail. From ev­ 
ery direction reports come of renewed interest in 
palitical affairs on the part of the women. In 
the states and cities which require registration 
b efore voting come reports of great increases in 
the women’s registration. 
In Philadelphia the registration shows 40 per 
cent of the voters are women, as against less 
than 30 per cent in 1924. 
The highest previous 
record was in the mayoralty campaign last year 
when 32 per cent of the registered voters were 
women. 
In Baltimore it is reported more women have 
registered for voting than men. In Cleveland the 
registration of women has 
increased ten per 
cent so far over 1924 and in Cincinnati the first 
day’s registration showed 23,000 more women had 
registered than in 1924 and 20,000 more than in 
1920. 
Chicago reports that while the men have 
increased their registration 30 per cent since 
1924 me women have increased their total regis­ 
tration 84 per cent. 
St. Louis reports that in 
some of the residential wards more women have 
registered 
than men. 
In 
Kansas City 
the 
women’s registration has increased 30 per cent 
and Seattle reports more women registering than 
men. In San Francisco the women registration 
increased nearly 25,000. 
All of which gives the politicians something 
to think over. 
Just where most of 
this new 
women vote is going nob ody, can of course tell 
to a certainty although b oth parties are claiming 
an advantage in it. At any rate there can 
b e 
little doub t that the women are going to play a 
b ig part in selecting the nex t President of the 
United States. 
There is no questioning the fact. 
This year Madame seems to b e taking her poli­ 
tics seriously and* it will b e reflected in the couat 
of the votes.

WASHINGTON—The • National 
Woman’s Party, which has 
opened up a campaign in New 
York to defeat Governor Alfred 
E. Smith in his home state, ap­ 
parently 
entered 
the 
political 
arena simply b ecause it loved a 
fight. 
The party paraded up to Her­ 
b ert Hoover's office some time ago 
and asked an endorsement of their 
aims, to wit: To give women equal 
rights under the law everywhere 
and at the same time prevent any 
legislation designed for the pro­ 
tection of women in industry and 
b usiness. 
Hoover was polite, b ut 
turned the delegation down rather 
flatly. 
Nevertheless, perhaps b ecause 
of

friendship 
for 
Senator 
Charlie Curtis, the militant ladles 
promptly declared 
for Hoover. 
They’re b itter against Smith b e­ 
cause he has championed various 
measures for female protection in 
New York state. But Hoover also 
seems to b e a champion of femi­ 
nine protection. 
In a report of 
the National Industrial Confer­ 
ence Board in 1919, which the Re­ 
pub lican National Committee at­ 
trib utes to Hoover, one finds that 
Hoover and Smith are pretty well 
agreed.

second was Rachael Elliott who 
died Sept. 18th, 1874. His third 
was Eliza J. Strop. He had nine 
children—all b y his first wife. 
Francis Marion, the

child of James, was b orn July 
3rd, 1838 and died, at Ann Arb or 
Michigan, May 2nd, 1914.

They had three children. 
William Marshall, was the last 
child of James Hamilton, 
b ora 
March 31st, 1840, and lived

Warsaw, Ind., when last heard 
from. Dec. 1st, 1861 he married 
Mary E. Beaty, daughter of Cyn­ 
thia (Blackledge) 
Beaty, 
b y 
whom he had ten children, the 
youngest of whom is now 
the 
wife of Charles Walter Lord, son 
of Dr. J. L. and Queen V. Lord of 
Mays, Ind. 
He was a farmer and a minis­ 
ter and found time to success­ 
fully look after each. The fam ­ 
ily lives in Wells county, Ind. 
James Hamilton, ancestor 
of 
the foregoing families, came to 
Indiana while it was yet a ter­ 
ritory and a wilderness, 
and 
lived to see it grow and pros- 
'per, until four days after 
the 
•death of Lincoln. While I never 
heard of one of the family join­ 
ing the army or navy, ex cept his 
son James in Tex as, the son Ro­ 
b ert, although a strong Demo­ 
crat, was the b itterest “b lackest 
ab olitionist” in Rush county. 
An ardent supporter of Doug­ 
las, during his life time, he was 
an admirer of 
Lincoln 
and 
warmly supported his policy, of 
freeing the 
southern 
slaves. 
From him, I received the only 
copy of the “Helper” b ook, I ev­ 
er saw, and much to my regret, 
it was “b orrowed” 
b ut 
never 
came b ack. 
John C. 
Calhoun’s 
mother, 
M artha Caldwell, was a sister of 
Margaret Caldwell, who married 
James Hamilton, the father of 
Rob ert Hamilton/ This 
made 
them cousins, b ut how different 
their minds, on the question of 
slavery. M artha and 
Margaret 
Caldwell were the daughters of 
an Irish Presb yterian 
clergy­ 
m an’s son, who was a native of 
Donegal, Ireland and came 
to 
this country in 1733 and settled 
in Pennsylvania. Then he moved 
to Kanawha, Virginia, and in 


j 1756, settled in South Carolina, 
where his son Patrick married 
M artha Caldwell.

ments. Few Irish b elieve in slav­ 
ery. The Hamiltons, too, are of 
Presb yterian lineage, b ut the

Soon after 
It was -issued Arthur Gilliom, at- 
torney-general, filed a motion 
with the supreme court asking 
for an order directing that the 
sentence it imposed on Dr. Shu- 
maker be executed notwith- 
standing the Governor's pardon. 


The attorney-general contends 
that the governor's pardon was 
"wholly void and of no 
effect 


because of complete want of 
power in said Governor to par- 
don said Shumaker." Sheared of 
its legal terms the

ernment was without authority 
to set aside an act of the judi- 
cial branch.

THE WOMAN VOTE 


Tliis is going to be a woman's year in the 


national election unless all signs fail. From ev- 
ery direction reports come of renewed interest in 
palitical affairs on the part of the women. In 
the states and cities which require registration 
before voting come reports of great increases in 
the women's registration. 


In Philadelphia the registration shows 40 per 


cent of the voters are women, as against less 
than 30 per cent to 1924. The highest previous 
record was to the mayoralty campaign last year 
when 32 per cent of the registered voters were 
women.

In Baltimore it is reported more women have 


registered for voting than men. In Cleveland the 
registration of women has 
increased ten per 


cent so far over 1924 and in Cincinnati the first 
day's registration showed 23,000 more women haU 
registered than in 1924 and 20,000 more than to 
1920. 
Chicago reports that while the men have 


increased their registration 30 per cent since 
1924 the women have increased their total regis- 
tration 84 per cent. 
St. Louis reports that to 


some of the residential wards more women have 
registered than men. 
In Kansas City 
the 


women's registration has increased 30 per cent 
and Seattle reports more women registering than 
men. 
In San Francisco the women registration 


increased nearly 25,000. 


All of which gives the politicians something 


to think over. 
Just where most of this new 


women vote is going nobody, can of course tell 
to a certainty although both parties are claiming 
an advantage to it. At any rate there can be 
little doubt that the women are going to play a 
big part to selecting the next President of the 
United States. There is no questioning the fact. 
This year Madame seems to be taking, her poli- 
tics seriously and'it will be reflected to the couat 
of the votes.

Alteration of the rules cover- 


tog the dribble has been an- 
nounced throwing practically all 
the responsibility for fouling on 
the dribbler. A new clause has 
been added (Rule 15, Sec. IX un- 
der the head of personal fouls,) 
which reads: 


"A player shall not hold, trip, 


charge or push an opponent 
whether «r not either player has 
possession of the ball. If a drib- 
bler charges into an opponent or 
makes personal contact with an 
opponent, without an apparant 
effort to avoid such contact, a 
personal foul shall be called on 
the dribbler. 


-If; despite the dribbler's ef- 


fort to avoid contact, personal 
contact ensues, either player, or 
both, may be guilty; 
but the 


greater responsibility is on the 
dribbler if he tries tp dribble by 
an opponent who is in his path." 


This is designed to "empha- 


size the responsibility of the 
dribbler in 
connection with 


fouls resulting from the drip- 
Die," says Oswald Tower of An- 
dover, Mass., official interpreter 
of the rules. 


-Most of those who advocates 


restriction of the dribble," he 
comments, "think that the drib- 
ble is used too much or that ii, 
is impossible to check satisfac- 
torily the many fouls resulting 
from its use. The former is a 
matter of coaching, the latter is 
a problem for the rules and offi- 
cials to solve. 


"If the dribbler's 
path is 


blocked, he is expected to pass 
or shoot, that is, he ought not 
to try to dribble by an opponent 
unless there is a reasonable 
chance of getting by without 
contact. More attention than 
hitherto Is to be directed to the 
dribbler's responsibility." 


Among other changes are pro- 


visions designed 
to penalize 


••guarding from the rear" by a 


, 
personal foul, making it illegal 
for a player to capitalize his 
great height by tapping the ball 
and then catching it 
on two 


successive jump balls, and stat- 
ins that "an unguarded playe-- 
may hold the ball indefinitely in 
the court, but as s.,fcn as an op- 
ponent takes a poj', tion close by 
(say within a yard of) the play- 


- 
er with the ball, the latter must 
get the ball into play." 


The new code also makes 


it clear that a ball striking 
an official does not become 
a dead balL
